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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argued that "uemura discloses in Fig. 1 
and Fig. 4 two separate and independent embodiments and therefore one of ordinary skill in the art would not consider forming the bonding 
pad layer 320 of Figure 4A on the current diffusing layer 1 12 of Fig. 1" However, Examiner espectfully disagrees about this because two 
embodiments in same application can be combined by one of the ordinary skill of th art. The two embodiments are structurally same. Only 
difference is the flip chip type and wire bonding type. However, the claim 1 is not a package claim. Therefore, claim 1 is obvious over the 
combination of two embodiments. 

Applicant's also argued that "..the contact metal layer is less than o.1 nm, a stabilized thin film can hardly be obtained, whereas if it exceeds 
7.5 nm, the transparency decreases..." However, Uemura's contact metal layer 111 has certain thickness and itwould have been obvious to 
one of the ordinary skill of the art to use suitable thickness for figures 1 and 4A in order to pass light (See MPEP 2144.04). 
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
